Dchlin, Fob. 3. — Ho recent Irish 
crime has croated such a profound sen- 
sation as the murder of tho bail iff, John 
Huddy, and his grandson. Tho mur- 
der of a bailiff in Ireland is ho uncom- 
mon occurrence. Tho very nature of a 
bailiffs calling brings down on tho un- 
lucky hut absolutely necessary emis- 
sary of the law the odium and hatred 
" of the classes among whom his business 
lies. ■ In raro cases, however, it hap- 
pens that the bailiff, by a merciful and 
judicious discharge of his disagreeable 
duties, contrives to live on tonus of 
good-will if not cordially with his 
neighbora This appears to have beou 
the case with John Huddy, an old man 
74 years of agi>, who farmed 35 acres of 
land on the estato of Mr. Jamieson, 
and acted as salaried bailiff to Lord 
Arddaun, whose estate lies on tho 
borders of Lough Mask and Lough 
Corrib, in Co. Galway. Tho district is 
one of the wildest in Ireland. -From 
morning till evening you wM not htar 
ft word of English spoken in "Joyce's 
country,'' as it is called. Tho people 
rarely leavo their mountain farni3 ox- 
cept to attend the fairs and the sessions. 
For forty years Huddy dwelt amongst 
these people, and served, as was his 
duty, processes or writs on the tonants 
when directed to do so. Ho had acted 
for the former owner of the estate in 
the same capacity in which lit? was en- 
gaged by Lord Ardilaun on the ill- 
fated third of January, when ho and 
his grandson were inurdered v At nine 
o'clock on that memorable morning 
Huddy, accompanied by his grandson, 
n lad only 17 yeavs of age, took their 
fieats on a car driven by a man named 
named Michael Coyne, ami proceeded 
towards Cloughbrack, a small villngo 
about four miles south of Clonbur, and 
some six miles from tho houso where 
the bailiff lived. The car was stopped 
a little short of tho village, at tho point 
where the road to Cornamona branches 
off to the left. Here Huddy and his 
grandson left tho car, and from this 
time till their bodies were found at

they were nover seen by mortal eyes, 
except, thoso of their murdorors. The 
. carman Coyne, who is now in Galway 
gaol on suspicion of being implicated in 
tho murder, 3tates that ho proceeded to 
the spot on the road whore Huddy said 
be would rejoin him, and waited thore 
for tho reappearance of his passengers. 
The daylight of the short winter day 
faded into twilight, and twilight into 
darkness, but the men never rejoined 
the carman. Coyr.o lounged about the 
spot till nightfall, and then proceeded 
to Cornamona. The work of tho Hud- 
dy's at Cloughbrack would not have 
occupied them more than half an hour. 
Thoso of tho tenants to be served lived 
more than -100 yards from tho public 
road, and all in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of tho village. Tho last house 
to be visited was that of Michael Kor 
rignn. At Cornamona, the carman in- 
quired from the police if they had seen 
his passengers, as they had said some- 
thing about passing through Corna- 
mona, and going over to an island in 
Lough Corrib to serve some processes 
there. Tho police, howover, had not 
seen them. Coyne then imparted to 
the constables the intelligence of the 
men's disappearance, and tho whole 
force at once proceeded to the spot; but 
night had fallen, and only a very su- 
perficial search could bo made. No 
timo was lost in instituting a thorough 

SEARCH FOR THE BODIES. 

A large extra force of constables and 
. two or three companies of soldiers wore 
drafted to tho district to aid in the 
search. The bog-holes in tho neighbor- 
hood werodragged withoutreBU.lt. Land 
was dug up in tho hope of finding the 
missing bodies; houses were searched, 
turf stacks wero torn down, and man- 
ure heaps turned over, but all proved 
to be fruitless labor. When the search 
on land had been eontinued for 
eight or ten day3 without result, it was 
resolved to try whether tho placid wat- 
ers of Lough Mask did not hide be- 
noath their bosom tho unfortunate vic- 
tims of what was now correctly be- 
lieved to be a torriblo double murder. 
The police never for for a moment iui- 

" "'agined that the bodies had been takeu 
to Lough Corrib, which is four miles 
distant, whereas Lough Mask lies with- 
in half a mile of the spot where tho 
crime must have been committed. A 
small gunboat, the Bantercr, was 
brought up from G-alway, and con- 
veyed on a truck over tho narrow no % 
of land which divides Lough Corrib 
"from Lough Mask. Tho sailors em- 
ployed every. meauB within the know- 
ledge to find thc^ bodies. Dynamite 
- was exploded in tho wator in tho hope 

" • of bringing them to the surface, but it 



| was from the first surmised that heavy 
| weicrhts would benttachod to kpep them 
I at the bottom. 

FOUND AT LAST. 

Dragging was thou systematically car- 
ried out, but without success until Fri- 
day last, the twenty-fourth day after 
the murder had ''ieen committed. On 
the afternoon oi '.hat day the grappling 
irons caught in something heavy, and 
this, on being raised to the surface, 
proved to be the body of the grandson 
tied in a sack, and into which it had 
been put head foremost. Along with 
the body several large stones had been 
put into tho water, and the ghastly 
burden sunk in twenty-four feet of 
water. Tho- sack was too short for 
tho body, and the mouth had been tied 
round the young man's knees with a 
hair rope. Those who found the corpse 
narrate that it was in a wonderful 
state of preservation, and they add 
that when it was being removed from 
tho sack tho blood flowed as if fresh 
from tho bullet wounds. Having de- 
posited the body on a small island the 
men of tho Bantercr returned to the 
same spot, and in about twenty min- 
utes they brought to the surface the 
body of Huddy himself. It was mere- 
ly wrapped in tho old man's overcoat, 
with a large stone (irmly fastened 
round the logs. Like his grandson, ho 
had been killed by bullets. A wound 
was found in the middle of tho fore- 
head, tho bullet having penetrated the 
brain. Thore was also a wound on the 
back of the head, a little above the 
napo of the neck, and either of these 
wounds would havo been sufficient to 
cause instantaneous death. A bullet 
wound was found on the left side of 
the hdad, another on the right side.and 
a third on tho right shoulder. A bullet 
had entered the back of the young 
man's head and penetrated the brain, 
and a second wound was found on the 
forehead. From those wounds it would 
appear that the shots must have been 
fired into the bodies as they lay on the 
ground, or at least from a very short 
distance. 

At an early period — two days after 
the murdor — a man named Matthew- 
Kerrigan was 

ARRESTED ON SUSPICION, 

and since the finding of the bodice hU- 
teen other persons, including Coyno,the 
carman, havo been placed under arrest 
on. private information furnished to 
the police. On Kerrigan's clothes 
traces of blood were found, and a por- 
tion of tho wall of his houso appeared 
to havo been recently scraped, while on 
tho ground a fow yards from his door 
were found the torn fragments of the 
processes which Huddy had been sol v- 
ing. At the magisterial investigation 
the sub-inspector of police stated that 
he had private information that the 
murder waH committed in Kerrigan's 
house, and there is strong reiison to 
believe that the clew now obtained can 
bo successfully followed up. Quite a 
terror existf? in the neighborhood in 
consequence of the numerous arrests, 
and there is every hope that the offer 
of a largo reward by the government, 
supplomontcd by one from Lord Ardi- 
laun, will induce some persons to come 
forward niul convict those who are 
guilty of this horrible crime.

"THE SCARLET WOMAN." 

ANOTHER SBOOSZm TRAGEDY 
AT POnTLAlTD. ON. 

A Bad 'Woman Shoots a Bad Man. 



(Post InMltgemvr.) 

Poutlanu, March 3. — This evening, 
aboot half-piiat fivo o'clock, Annio Mur- 
ray, a noted procuress, residing at the cor- 
nor of Fourth and Taylor streets, went to 
the bed room of Honry C. Prang over tho 
Arion saloon, .on Ynmhill street, and shot 
liini in the breast with a. Smith & Weston 
revolver, killing him almost instantly and 
than shot herself in tho right breast, tho 
ball running around tho ribs nnd coming 
out below tho" shoulder blado. Policomon 
Nott and Wing ran upstairs and found tho 
woman bathed in blood and lying on tho 
bed. She said: "I have shot Henry and 
myself." The officers rained ap Prang, 
who was in a Hitting posture on the floor. 
Ho whs speechless but still breathing. As 
they straightened him up the blood spurt- 
ed in a shower from his mouth and he 
fell back dead. Prang was about 32 years 
old and was ono of tho handsomest 
men in'the city, of vory athletic figure 
and tine bearing. I 'rang became enamored 
of Ethel Karlo, a variety actress, nnd the 
reputed wife of Geo. France, and was 
about to give up Anna Murray for her. 
Some ten days ago Annie got very drunk 
and swore vengeance against Prang. Sho 
was taken to the station houso. Prang 
bailed hor out and sent her home in a 
hack and all was serene. To-day Bhe 
bought the revolver. Then Bhe started 
out to hunt for Prang. Sho saw him go- 
ing up First sfreet. Ho passed a buteher 
shop two doors from his lodgings about 
livo minutes ahead of her. The next 
thing heard were the fatal shots. Another 
story is thac'Prang was about to resume 
marital relations with his wifetrom whom 
ho was divorced about four years ago, by 
whom he had ono child now dead. 

Murray it now at St. Vincent's Hospit- 
al. Sho has changed her story about the 
shooting and now says she and Prang 
had an altercation and shot hor in tho 
breast. Sho took tho pistol from him and 
shot him. Officers at the station houso 
say she swore to take his life the night 
she was lockod up drunk. 

Canada Pacific "Wostorn Soction. 

In reply to Mr. DcCobiiios, Sir Chas. 
Tuppor stated that the total valuo of the 
work performed up to 31st December last 
by Onderdonk & Company, contractors

Yesterday at 10:15 a. in. the committee 
of inquiry into drydock matters mot at 
James Bay. There were present Mr. Wn>. 
Wilson (the chairman), Messrs. Smithe, 
Galbroith, Harris, and Helgesen, and a re- 
presentative of The Colonist office. 

As soon as tho members had seated 
themselves, 

Mr. Helgesen moved that the commit- 
tee bo loft alono for a fow minutes. 
Mr. Galbraith seconded. 
Mr. Smithe said that unless reasons wore 
submittod for tho motion heshnuld oppose 
it. 

The chairman said the minutes must be 
read before any new business could be 
tnkon up. 

The minutes having been adopted as 
read, 

Mr. Helgeson said ho considered tho 
atop yesterday to admit reporters was a 
stop that should not have boon taken. Ho 
believed tho resolution was unconstitu- 
tional. It would bo hotter to have the 
evidence printed daily and laid before 
each member than to put it in the news- 
papers. Until an order of tho House was 
made tho ovidonco was tho property of 
tho committee and could not be publish 
ed. 

The chairman said ho was not so good 
an authority as Mr. Holgoson on consti- 
tutional law; but ho observed that in tho 
reports of the Canadian newspapers tho 
proceedings of commons' committees 
were always opon to the press. 

Mr. Smithe bolieved that Mr. Helgesen 
was wrong in his view. 

Mr. Helgeson read from "May" in sup- 
port of his position. 

Mr. Smitho— That duos "not apply at 
all to thus case. The authority does not 
have the meaning Mr. Helgesen places 
upon it. It means that no individual 
member of the committee or any otiier 
person has a right to publish thoevidoncO 
until it h;i3 been first reported to tho 
House. But it does not apply to giving I 
effect to a resolution of a eoinmittoe, 
which, within itself, has as much power j 
as tho Housa. Tho loader of the govern- : 
mont and other members wero always 
telling tho Houso how things wero man- j 
aged in Canada. They were continually 
told by tho attorney -general that the con- 
dition of things here was such that Eng- 
lish custom could not always be adopted, 
Tho members represented the public, and 
it was just as important that tho public 
should be informed from day to day of 
what went on within tho committee room 
as the members of the House or commit- 
too. If the public were entitled to know 
what went on in the House they wero 
entitled to know what went on before a 
select committee. In Canada it was cus- 
tomary to give the widest publicity to 
committee work. The evidenco should 
bo printed daily and laid before tho mem- 
bers of tho House and their constituents 
to read and form an opinion upon. If 
the moss of evidenco to be taken was left 
till tho committee had reported it would 
bo impossible for the House to arrive at 
an intelligent opinion upon tho result of 
tho committee's researches. That romark 
applied equally to t lit: newspapers. Be- 
sides, whatever rule governs tho proceed 
ings of tho House governs the proceedings 
of the committee, and a rule once estab- 
lished— -na thia hail been — could not be 
constitutionally rescinded. If it could be 
shown that injury would result to the pub- 
lic interests through giving publicity to 
this matter ho would vote to rescind it; 
but Mr. Helgesen had given no reasons. 

Mr. Helgesen said he fearod the press 
outside of Victoria would use the evidenco 
to the public disadvantage. Ho did not 
wish to screen anyone; but ho wanted to 
see everyone havo fair play. 

Mr. Smithe— But t li ih is the fairest kind 
of fair play. 

Mr. Helgeson said tho public would be 
misled by tho reports. 

Mr. Smithe — There .are two sides to 
the press as well as to the House. If one 
newspaper culled what was to tho dis- 
advantage of one party, another news- 
paper would correct it. 

fhe chairman said he was about to pro- 
pose that the evidence be published by 
daily papers of Victoria. At New West- 
minster parts of tho reports might be 

Iiublished; but there were two papers 
lore and one would check the oth- 
or. Victoria papers would publish what 
occurred; nothing more nor less. 

Mr. Galbraith thought tho committed 
room should bo. cleared while this point j p ran " 
was under discussion. 

The chairman — Until you rescind the 
resolution you cannot do so. Do you not 
know as a matter of fact that committee 
work is public property in Canada ( 

Mr. Galbraith— If I am guided by the 
newspapers I should say yes. Tho point 
ho took was that "May" was against the 
presence of reporters where the public 
'interests would suffer. Look at a court of 
law. Witnesses are frequently excluded 
while other witnesses are giving their evi- 
denco. 

The chairman --But tho press are never 
excluded and the reports go day by day 
before the public through the press. 

Mr. Smitho spoko'at some length on the j 
point, completely refuting Mr. Onlbraith's 
childish "argument." 

The chairman referred to the tremen- 
dous advantage Mr. Walkem had over any ! 
other person in being present to cross- 
examine every witness and in having a 
copy of tho evidence beforo him. Ho 
might oven now bo reading it over to his 
colleagues and Jlr. Bennett. o 

Mr. Smitho said the committee yester- 
day had unanimously passed a resolution 
to admit tho press and if they wero to re- 
scind it now what would bo said of their 
consistency by tho public I Ho feared 
Mr. Walkem or someone elso had seen 
the two members meanwhile and induced 
them to change their minds. Tho con- 
stituencies wore now looking for the re- 
ports and their desire for publicity should 
bo BAtiaGod. 

Mr. Galbraith replied that hu opposed 
tho admission*' reporters yesterday and 
had not seen Mr. Walkem on tho Bubject 
aiuce. The chairman himself had object- 
oil to tho press being present. 

Mr. Wilson denied tho correctness of 
that statement. 

Mr. Harris said when '.ho question was 
brought up yesterday ho had askod him- 
self it the majority of the public would be 
bettor Bcrvod by having tho proceedings 
made public ? Tho answer waa yes, and ho 
had proposed that reporters should bo ad- 
mitted and allowed to copy tho evidence 
from day to day. That proposition was 
adopted. Ho still believed tho proper 
eeut?e would be to make the evidence 



! public. His constituents took a keen in- 
I terest in tho drydock matter. They had 
I a right to tho fullost information and ho 
would not voto to rescind tho resolution 
until ho was sure public interests would 
suffer by its operation. 

Mr. Smithe said every possiblo conces- 
sion had boon made to Mr. Walkem 
and if a witness told what was incorrect 
Mr. Walkem had tho right to cross-ex- 
amine and got tho truth out of him. 

Mr. Galbraith after this expression of 
opinion asked Mr. Helgesen to withdraw 
his resolution. 

Mr. Helgeson then withdrew tho rcso- 
tion. 

Tho resolution passed at the previous 
sitting is to to tho effect that tho pross bo 
allowed to copy tho evidence from tho 
secretary's notes verbatim and to publish 
the same without comment. 



MORE ABOUT THE ATTEMPT- 
ED ASSASSINATION. 

Unmistakable Loyalty of the 
People. 

WHO MACLEAN IS. 



London, March 3. — Tho Timet says if 
no more can bo said for Maclean, tho 
would-be assassin, than could be said of 
Qiiitcau, assassin of President Garfield, 
or Lefray, murder of Gold, he can ns little 
expect to escape punishment. 

Maclean possod a restless night. Ho 
will bo brought up at a special sitting in 
tho Windsor Borough Justices Court this 
afternoon. 

London, March 3.— An oyewitness of 
tho shooting states that Maclean was ob- 
served fumbling in his pocket while tho 
Qucon was being holpcd into the carriage, 
but the pressure of the crowd prevented 
him from raising his arm until tho car- 
riage was in motion. Tho same cause 
made his aim very wild. Tho bullet was 
found in tho station yard. It weighs 
about one-third of an ounce. It was com- 
pared with others found on Maclean, and 
found to correspond with thorn exactly. 
Before tho rovolver was soized tho pri- 
soner had brought anothor loaded cham- 
ber opposito the haramor. 

Minister Lowell's telogram to General 
Ponsonby says: "I beg you to convey 
to Her Majesty my hoartfelt congratula- 
tions on her escapo. 

Telegrams expressing similar senti- 
ments wore arriving at Windsor through- 
out tho night. It is officially announcod 
the Queen passed a good night, and in no 
wav is affected by tho attempt on her 
life. 

London, March 3. —Maclean's antece- 
dents show he is eccentric and addicted 
to drink. Beforo beginning business in 
tho stock oxchange this morning all 
tho members sang "God Savo Tho 
Quoon." It appears that. Maclean rough- 
ly endeavored to force his way through 
Eton college scholars who were at tho sta- 
tion to a good position. The constant 
hustling of the crowd prevented his hav- 
ing tho opportunity to shoot when hu 
might have dono bo with worse results. 

As soon as tho queen arrived at tho 
eastlo she ordered an equerry to preoeed 
to the depot to enquire if any ono had 
been hurt. Tho report of tho pistol was 
sharp but not loud. Maclean apparently 
intended firing again when th>; revolver, 
which seemed to be anew ono, was knocked 
from his hand by a bystander and handed 
to the police. Eton scholars wero prom- 
inent in tho attempt to lynch Maclean. 
Ponsonby, tho queen's secretary, proceed- 
ed to the police station and after obtain- 
ing nil information possiblo telegraphed 
to Glands tone tho facts of the assault. It 
is understood tho queen has not sustained 
any shock. Mclean is said to bo an inhab- 
itant of the south seas, The general opin- 
ion is tho act was tho result cf lunacy.

THE DRYDOCK INQUIRY. 

FIRST DAY. 

EVIDENCE OF THE CHIEF COMMISSIONER. 

Thursday^ March 2. 
Hon. G. A. Walkem examined — Wore 
you tho head of tho government in 1874 ? 
A. I was, aftor Mr. DeCosmos' resigna- 
tion. I forget tho date. 

In charge of what department was the 
drydock ? A. Lands and Works. 

Who was the responsible head of that 
department at the timo ? A. Mr, Ben- 
ven. 

Was the first cement for the dock or- 
dored by that department ? A. No, it 
was ordered by Dr. Ash, the provincial 
socretary, by' telegram" of 22nd Juno, 1874, 
followed by letter next day to Mr. Sproat, 
then Provincial agent. The tolegram was: 
"Order cemont, payable nine months after 
delivery to Hudson Bay Co., London." 
(Lotter I. put in). 

Was it ordered by the provincial secre- 
tary acting under executive instruction? 
A. Yes; by Order-in-Council of tho lGth 
Juno, 1874, on tho recommendation of the 
C. C. ofL. &W. 

.Can you toll ua the facta which led to 
tho order / A. Yes, a lengthy correspon- 
dence between Mr. Sproat and tho pro- 
vincial secretary (Dr. Ash), and I think 
other correspondence betweon Kinniplo 
& Morris and Mr. Sproat, and aftor an 
interview between Mr. DoCosmos and tho 
engineer named, in London, about dock 
matters; of the latter I am not vory cer- 
tain. 

Was Mr. DoCosmos in London in 1874 I 
A. His report in sessional papers of 1873- 
74, pago 49, will give the full history of 
it. He was then premier. 

Was Mr. DoCosmos in tho province 
when tho cement was ordered ? A, I 
cannot say. 

Waa Mr. DoCosmos premier when tho 
coment was ordered ? A. No; ho had ro- 
signod a few months before" on account of 
dual representation, I believe. 

Wero you tho head of tho government 
whon the coment was ordered f A. Yea. 
What facts in Mr. Sproat 's correspond- 
ence led the government to order the 
coment! A. I think,- amongst othor 
things, his recommendation in order to 
save delay. Tho dock originally contem- 
plated waa a smallor one than tho present 
ono, and Mr. Sproat, by letter 2nd Jan- 
uary, 1874, shows why, and for what pur- 
poso the oomont was wanted. It was ori- 
ginally suggestod by Kinniplo & Morris 
that the cofferdam should be constructod 
by sinking coment in bags and blocks, as 
at some Aberdeen works, along the wholo 
front line or wall of tho intended dock, 
excopt at tho gap for tho entranco, which 
was to enclosed by tho ordinary coffer- 
dam; the cemont so sunk was to have 
boon of considerable breadth so as to form 
part of tho front walls, or their backing. 
The exhibit No. 2, put in, explains the 
t.iattor more clearly. All tho otherletters 
from Mr. Sproat on tho subject are hero 
and can bo soon. 

With any lotter from Mr. Sproat did 
any estimato of the quantity of cemont re- 
quired for that particular work, reach tho 
government from Messrs. K. & M l A. 
Kinniplo & Morris were not then engi- 
neers, and all communications, verbal or 
otherwise, respecting cemont, took place 
botweon them and Mr. Sproat. I think 
tho result of sueh communications was 
that 000 tons were wanted, but more than 
that quantity was ordered by Mr. Sproat.

Was any quantity of cement mentioned 
in tho provincial secretary's telogram / A. 
No; I havo given the wording of the tele- 
gram above. 

Did Kinniplo & Morris directly stato 
to the government what quantity of co- 
ment was wanted, or did the information 
come through or from Mr. Sproat that 
GOO tons was the quantity ? A. I do not 
recollect; I had not chargo of tho dock 
matter; it was then under Mr. Heaven's 
control. Except by Ordor-in-Council 
above referred to, I novor had anything 
to do with ordering cemont at that time, 
or at any other timo until lately. 

Then, tho GOO tons ordered then wero 
not for tho dock, hut for tho intendod 
coffordam ? A. The 600 tons were for tho 
cofferdam nnd walls of tho first proposod 
structure, and, looking at tho correspon- 
dence, probably only for the front walls 
or their backing. In explanation of tho 
chango, tho projected cofferdam was not 
built, and when Mr. Kinniplo askod mo 
| in Nov. or Doc, 1874, tho prices of labor 
j hero, ho concluded, from my reply, thnt 
it would be better to build tho dock 
throughout nf concrete, except at certain 
j portions of it requiring stone, and to turn 
: the cement, ordered through Mr. Mr. 
; Sproat, into the main work, so as to keep,

This fcheme seems to have beon changed 
about the time of Mr. DoCosmos' nego- 
tiations when Imperial aid was askod, on 
the ground that the work would accomo- 
date Imperial wants. Tho construction 
of tho larger and present class of graving 
dock was not, I think, decided upon until 
the Imperial government agreed to givo 
tho £30,000 first promised. The size and 
character of tho dock remained unchanged 
from that time to the presont, to the bost 
of my belief, as appears from the reports 
and correspondence. 

Did you ascertain from K. «fc M- what 
the dock would cost aftor tho promiso of 
tho extra £20,000 you got from tho Im- 
perial Government? A. Mr. K. , as I 
stated before, gave h Is opinion to moon 
two or threo occasions, nnd also to Mr. 
Sproat in my presence, as well as to Col. 
Paisley, that tho cost of tho present dock 
would not exceed £100,000. I asked him 
particularly about this, and so did Mr. 
Sproat. This. included everything. Ex- 
hibit 3, being a report of K. & M. of Oct. 
1874, already put in, shows, on pages 90, 
that they had estimated tho total cost of 
the clock, provided Thetis Covo was 
adopted, at £100,000, exclusive of charges 
of engineers and superintending. You 
will obsorvo by this report that three- 
fifths of tho work was lo be of concrete. 
Tho dimensions of the dock appear by 
letter of 29th July, 1874, from Mr.
